fixed at $3,400.After the Oct 25 
election, incumbent mayor 
Doug Martin defeated his chal¬ 
lenger Ann-Marie Noyes by 
merely four votes and shortly 
after on Nov. 9 a recount was 
conducted. This resulted in 
Martin winning the race by five 
votes, but didn't mean the issue 
would come to a rest anytime 

Following the first recount 
and second declaration of 
mayor for Martin, an application 
was filed to the Ontario Superior 
Court of Justice by local resident 
and former councillor Bill 
Brunton, on behalf of Noyes' 
campaign and the matter went 
to court in Welland.

Lung disease clinic offered 
at Douglas Memorial 


Beginning this week, a new outpa¬ 
tient clinic is being offered at the 
Douglas Memorial Site for patients with 
chronic lung disease and asthma. 

Chronic Obstructive Pulmonary 
Disease (COPD) is among the leading 
causes of hospitalization of Fort Erie 
and area men and women aged 65 and 
over. COPD is a long-term lung disease 
and includes chronic bronchitis and 
emphysema. It slowly damages the air¬ 
ways, making it hard to breathe, like 
asthma. 

The clinic will operate every other 
Tuesday. A Registered Respiratory 
Therapist will be available to provide 
assessments, perform diagnostic tests 
and provide education to adult patients 
suffering from COPD and to adults 
and/or children with asthma. A 
Respirologist physician will also be 
available at each clinic to consult with 
new patients. 

"This is a valuable service for patients 
in the area who require ongoing educa¬ 
tion, support and care for COPD and 
asthma," says Wendy Robb, Health 


Program Director at Douglas Memorial 
Site. "We are very pleased to provide this 
service to residents of this area while at 
the same time provide them with one- 
stop access to laboratory and diagnostic 
services at the site.” 

"As the new provider of this clinic in 
the community, we hope to help people 
with chronic lung disease and asthma 
improve their quality of life and also 
reduce the number of hospitalizations," 
says Wendy. 

"This is an excellent example of how 
we can deliver the health services our 
residents need by working together with 
all of our healthcare partners to find 
solutions and leverage opportunities," 
says mayor Doug Martin. 

"Chronic lung disease is prevalent in 
our town, and this clinic will provide 
essential medical care to both young 
and old." 

The clinic will be located on the main 
floor, adjacent to the Urgent Care 
Centre. Minor renovations will be taking 
place over the next several months. 
Patients require referral by a physician. 


Budget process begins 


The new local council is starting the 
year by getting right down to business, as 
it kicked off budget discussions 
Wednesday night at Town Hall. 

After a presentation from the Town's 
director of financial services Helen 
Chamberlain, staff and council dis¬ 
cussed the 2011 budget and five-year 
forecast and later received a report to 
approve an amount of $9,121,002. 

The largest project in the 2011 budget 
is $3.1 million required in addition to the 
$2.4 million previously approved for the 
completion of phase one and two of the 
Garrison Road Sanitary Sewers. In the 
report, and from many comments made 
by town staff at the meeting, this invest¬ 
ment is necessary to permit commercial 
and residential growth along Garrison 
Road and to the north. 

There is still room for alterations to the 
budget as council moves through the 
approval process, as some councillors 
did have concerns over some of the items 


included. 

Other drainage and sanitary sewer 
projects around town were some of the 
major items given first approval such as 
the Beaver Creek municipal drain for 
$280,000. 

Improvements to station no. 4 in 
Ridgeway and the replacement of some 
equipment and vehicles for the fire 
department, a water meter replacement 
program for $400,000 and a new roof at 
the Gibson Centre for $240,000 are a few 
other projects being proposed in the 

Council will still have to approve 
another report and by-law to officially 
endorse its capital budget. The next 
meeting is the water and sewer operating 
budget on Feb. 9, followed by one for the 
Fort Erie Public Library and Fort Erie 
Economic Development and Toursim 
Corporation on Feb. 16. 

The departmental operating budget 
will be discussed on Mar. 2.

This means they have to 
live off food that someone 
who uses a food bank 
would eat and there strict 
rules that those taking the 
challenge will have to 
abide by. 

You can only eat meals 
prepared from contents in 
the food bank hamper they 
picked up at the Salvation 
Army on Gilmore Road. 
Eating at restaurants is not 
permitted and no food or 
drinks can be consumed at 
social gatherings. 

"If you are at a family 
gathering, dinner party or 
public event, you will need 
to say 'no' to other food," 
says a list of rules provided 
to participants. 

Health promoter at the 
Bridges CHC Rhonda 
Barron said the initiative is 
an authentic experience 
where people get an idea of 
what it is like to come to a 
food bank and depend on 
it so much. She expects it 
to be a real eye opener for 
those who step up to the 


challenge.

"I know there are a lot of 
families in Fort Erie who 
are finding it difficult to 
make ends meet," said King 
who pointed out that he 
and his wife usually donate 
15 to twenty dollars worth 
of food to the collection bin 
at the local grocery store in 
his hometown of Welland, 
every time they go shop¬ 
ping. 

"This is temporary for 
me, but it's not so tempo¬ 
rary for the kids and fami¬ 
lies that have to live this 
way from day-to-day," said 
King. 

Donna Paterson, com¬ 
munity and family services 
manager at the Salvation 
Army, says this is a great 
program that will hopefully 
raise awareness about how 
many people there are in 
Fort Erie who depend on 
local food banks for meals 
on a regular basis.

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Snowmobiles raising concern 


Rules and regulations on 
the use of snowmobiles 
around town are limited.... 
and some people feel this 
needs to change. 

During the winter 
months, many local resi¬ 
dents are familiar with the 
roars of the machines in 
both rural and urban areas. 

John White, a Lewis Street 
resident agrees the vehicles 
have many uses that can 
benefit others, referring to 
how they can and have been 
used in storms locally to 
assist with rescue efforts. 
But when he can't walk his 
dog at night without being 
concerned for his own safe¬ 
ty or sees snowmobile oper¬ 
ators driving over his wife's 
perennial garden, he feels 
something needs to be 

"I understand that not all 
snowmobilers are uncaring 
types of people and can 
argue that in times of bliz¬ 
zards, they can provide help 
for folks who are trapped, 
but snowmobiles are really 
for the great open spaces, 
not for village and town 
streets," said White. 

Another concerned resi¬ 
dent is Nicole Greaves, who 
coincidentally lives close to 
White, on the Niagara 


Parkway, between Lewis 
and Wintemute Streets. 

She says on two separate 
and recent occasions, she 
had to climb a snow bank at 
the last second, also while 
walking her dog, to avoid a 
collision with a snowmobil- 
er who she felt had no inten¬ 
tion of slowing down. 
Greaves, like a handful of 
other residents who have 
contacted the Times on this 
matter, feels a more strict 
policy needs to be put in 
place before something 

"There needs to be some 
kind of standard set so that 
walking my dog isn't a game 
of snowmobile chicken," 

Debbi Flemington, a resi¬ 
dent of Kraft Road who fre¬ 
quently walks along the 
Friendship Trail during the 
winter, understands that 
snowmobilers don't set out 
into the night to disturb 
people's sleep or purposely 
frighten them by whipping 
by so close to them, but it's a 
matter of the laws that are in 
place. All along the trail, 
signs read "no motorized 
vehicles," which should be 


the first reason why they 
should take their hobby to a 
more appropriate area in 
her opinion. 

"Maybe these people 
can't read, but the pictures 
on the signs should be more 
than sufficient," she said. 

She knows there are many 
that do abide by the rules 
and have never caused any 
problems for anyone during 
their years involved with the 
sport and hopes others will 
learn from them and stay 
away from areas where rid¬ 
ing is prohibited. 

"It's not all snowmobilers 
but the inconsiderate ones 
give them all a bad rap," she 
said. 

In February 2006, a report 
was considered by council 
to enforce stricter rules on 
snowmobilers in urban 
areas and on highways, but 
was defeated after the bene¬ 
fits of the vehicles in storm 
situations ultimately pre¬ 
vailed in the end decision. 

Provincial law states that 
snowmobiles cannot exceed 
speeds of 50 kilometres per 
hour on trails designated for 
their use. On roads where 
the speed limit for full-sized 


vehicles is 50 kilometres or 
less, snowmobiles must 
keep their speed to 20 kilo¬ 
metres or less. 

On roads where the 
speed limit is more than 50 
kilometres, a 20 kilometre 
per hour limit is in place. 

The Town of Fort Erie's 
current by-law states that a 
snowmobile cannot be 
driven between 12 a.m. and 
6 a.m. 

Geoff Stevenson, the 
Town's co-ordinator of by¬ 
law enforcement says it can 
be a challenge to interfere 
with those who do not 
abide by the rules for a 
number of reasons. Limited 
manpower and equipment 
are factors he said, also 
pointing out that the 
Niagara Regional Police are 
often contacted to visit 
areas where complaints 
come from. 

Most of the time, by the 
time police arrive on scene, 
the accused have already 
sped off out of reach. 

"It's a very difficult by¬ 
law to enforce," said 
Stevenson.

In a letter addressed to 
employees in October, 
which was obtained by The 
Niagara Falls Review, com¬ 
pany officials said because 
of current market condi¬ 
tions in pharmaceutical 
contract manufacturing, the 
company has not been able 
to maintain or gain new 
business at a sustainable 
level. 

"Doing contract manufac¬ 
turing, our main clients are 
in the U.S.," Bibeau told The 
Review Thursday. "Our 
orders from the U.S. have 
dropped dramatically 
(because of the current state 


of the Canadian dollar)." 

Since the announcement, 
company officials have 
worked to find the right 
buyer for the plant to ensure 
security for employees and 
the overall operation. 

Bibeau, the company's 
vice-president of human 
resources, said although no 
deal has been reached, 
progress has been made. 

"It's good news and every 
employee was notified 
about this around 
Christmas," he said. 

While the company has 
occasional temporary lay¬ 
offs, Bibeau said he can't see 
any permanent layoffs in the 
foreseeable future. 

"It's business as usual for 
the present time." 

Pharmetics, which is 
based in Laval, Que., pur¬ 
chased the Fort Erie plant 
and a sister operation in 
Burlington four years ago 
from Patheon Inc. in a deal 
worth $5.75 million. 

The Fort Erie facility 
began operations in 1974 
under the name Custom 



In 2001, the plant received 
$2.3 million worth of 
upgrades to put it in a posi¬ 
tion to take advantage of the 
market for products in tablet 

Currently, the Fort Erie 
operation produces and 
packages tablets, liquid 
creams and enzyme-b ased 
products in around 60 prod¬ 
uct lines for about 10 clients. 

Gordon Falconer, a 
spokesman for the 
International Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers Local 171, said the 
union is negotiating with the 
existing employer to protect 
unionized workers, whether 
or not a new buyer is found. 

"We are in bargaining with 
the employer to negotiate an 
agreement that will look at 
two things — the existing 
workforce in the event the 
buyer falls through we can 
negotiate an agreement for 
the protection of the existing 
workers, to include the sev¬ 
erance, termination pay and 
benefi ts," said Falconer. 

"The employer wants to 
have an extension (of) the 
existing collective agree¬ 
ment so the new buyer, if 


found, can take over with 
the existing collective agree¬ 
ment, which is what we call 
successor rights under the 
law." 

IAMAW represents 168 
unionized workers at 
Pharmetics' Fort Erie plant. 
Falconer said the plant 
employs around 240 people, 
when non-union personnel 
is taken into account. 

"We, as the union, are 
hopeful that a new buyer 
can be brought forward 
because the community will 
be affected,” said Falconer. 

He said the union has not 
been told who the potential 
buyer is. "All (the company 
has) said is someone in 
Canada is seriously interest¬ 
ed." 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
Jim Thibert, general manag¬ 
er of Fort Erie's Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation, has been 
working with the company 
to find "several, credible 

"We want to maintain 
Pharmetics here and keep 
all the jobs in town,” said 
Martin. 'We'll do whatever 
possible to keep them here."
